On the basis of evidence of record, in the instant case the
Commission finds that this claiment is, and since prior to
Novenber 23, 1959, has been the owner of 1,000 units of
participation in the Cuban Venezuelan Oil Voting Trust and has
guffered a loss in the amount of $ 119,71 within the»ﬁ@amimg of

. Ditle V of the Act, whén theé properties owned or controlled by the\
Trust were nationalized or otherwise taken by the Government of
Cuba on November 23, 1959.

The Commission also concludes that. the amount of loss sus-
tained shall be increased by interest thereon:at the rate of 6%
- per anhum from November 23, 1959, the date of loss, to the date

on which provisions are made for the settlement thereof. (see

Heyman, §upra).
